COMMISSION 
PLANS WAR ON 
LARGE TRUCKS 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 11 — 
Indiana state highways will not 
be turned into right of ways for 
motorized 
trains. 
This 
was 
made clear today by action of 
the state highway commission 
regarding 
enforcement of the 
law governing length and wreight 
Of trucks 
permitted 
on state 
roads. 
Under the law the legal length 
Of trucks is limited to forty feet 
Qyer 
all with an actual load 
weight of 16,000 pounds per axle. 
The commission however is giv­ 
en the right to grant exceptions 
to this provision cf the law in 
case of emergency, and in some 
instances regular trucking busi­ 
ness has been carried on under 
permits issued by the commis­ 
sion. 
The commission decided today 
that in the future the law will 
be interpreted more strictly and 
permits for trucks and trailers in 
excess of the legal limit will be 
issued only where the nature of 
the load is such as to make com­ 
pliance with the forty foot pro­ 
vision an impossibility.

of 
poles used by public service con­ 
cerns and various types of large 
machinery.
